Suggestions For 
Summer Fallowing 


In answer to a letter written to the 
Deninion TExperimesyftal Farm at 
Lethbridge, asking for advice, as to 
how.to summer fallow in dry weather, 
the secretary of ‘the Harvest Vale U. 
F, A. received the following which 
may -be' of. interest to farmers in this 
district at the. present time: 

“With, such extremely ,dty’ weather 
asoge are having, allour cut and rried 
- for cultural operations are up 
set. I note you say that summeér’fal- 
low, you have plowed ‘is lumpy, the re- 
sult of plowing it when it lacked mois- 
ture. I would. not advise harrowing 
it until you hnve had moisture, Then 
cultivator 
when it is necessary to'destroy weeds. 
‘After you have gone over a piece of 
summer fallow with the duckfoot cul- 
tivator, do not harrow. The pultiva- 
tor is apt to leave’the lard = sligthly 
rougher and with more lumps at the 
surface than is is the harrow. . This is 
desirable, for ‘when ‘it is slightly 
jumpy at the surface, soil drifting will 
not.take place to nearly the same ex- 
tent as where it is fine and powdery. 
In this connection, 1 would call your 
attention to the fact that when the 
soil is quite moist or wet, the harrow 


“has a tendency to form these smail 


lumps, but if harrowbd when dry, it 
hes a fining or powdering effect. 

In regard to. the best depth of sced 
ing an summor fallow, we have found 
that grain should be put down into 
moisture (not to moisture but into 
rvoisture) this depth as you will ap- 
preciate varies. with the different ssa 
sons. Should conditicns be ideal at 
seeding and there is’ moisture prac- 
tically right to the surface, we have 
found that two-inch seeding gives the 
most satisfactory results.
